Distant. 


OSTON, June 25.—(Special.—Do' you 
knOw that when you speak into the 
long distance telephone the man with 
whom you talk, be her 50 or 100 or 1,000 
miles, away, hears the Sound of your 
‘voice before your stenographer who sits 
| aoross the room can hear it? It is per- 
‘haps the nearest approach to the quick- 
|ness of thought, this; for it takes the 
| sound of speech as it leaves your lips 
and carries it on electrical impulses |,000 
miles in less than a hundredth part of a 
second. 

And what does this journey of 1,000 
miles involve? What are the electrical 
waves about while the sound waves are 


room? Suppose, for example, a business 
man in his office on the twentleth floor 
of a New York skyscraper talks with the 
manager of his exhibit at the St. Louis 
fair. Lifting the receiver from its hook 
when the long distance operator at ‘‘cen- 
tral’’ tells him “St. Louis is all ready’”’ 
he says, ‘‘Hello.’’ 

Through the little silk-covered wires 
that trail from his telephone to the wall 
| opposite his desk, up to the molding 
above the window, around two sides of 
the room, the little word goes into the of- 
fice switchboard. From there it scurries

The stag-beetle larva is, of course, 
identical with the Cossus, which the oid 
Roman epicures used to fatten for their 
tables upon flour and wine. The sixth 
course should be served steaming hot, 
since there is no more appetizing odor 
than that emanating from a plump baked 
moth. 

Deviled wire worms are eaten in the

Many people might, perhaps, object 
that a menu made up entifely of Insects 
sounds as if it would be lacking 
variety.

GROSS IN 


SURANCE BILL 


NE of the most interesting bills 
introduced at this session of the 


O general assembly is that of Mr. 


Gross, of McDuffie, to incorporate an 
interstate life insurance company. As 
section 5870 of the constitution prohibits 
the general assembly from granting char- 
ters to Hfe insurance companies, the Dill 
is in the nature of a general law; but 
all companies organized under the pres- 
ent laws of this state and foreign com- 
panies doing business here are specially 
exempt from the operation of this law. 
Every company incorporated under this 
law must have an original fully paid cash 
capital of $1,000,000. All dividends on 
the capital stock are deferred for ten 
years. It authorizes an increase of the 


the sinking fund to $3,200,000. Provi- 
sion is also made for the retirement of 
the stock fro mthe accumulations of the 
sinking fund, but no stock shall ever be 
retired which would leave such fund less 
than $5,000,000,

Congregational Church Not Decadent 

It is so often said that these are days of 
spiritual decline in the churches that it 
is well to test the statement occasionally 
by historic facts. One of the greatest 
religious revival periods of the last cen- 
tury came in 1857 and the years imme- 
diately following. The last decade has 
been marked by me season of extended 
revival and thé comusion is drawn there- 
from that the days of revivals are past. 
A study of the new Congregational Year 
Book throws some light on this subject. 
It shows that the additions by confession 


were larger that the additions by confes- | 


sion were larger last year than in any 
one year before 1890, with a single excep- 
tion. The spiritual life of the churches 
is not necessarily measured by their nu- 
merical growth, yet new professed disci- 
ples are regarded as evidence of the vigor 
and depth of that life. In the ten years 
beginning with 1857 the additions to Con- 
gregational churches on confession were 
103,207; in the last ten years the addi- 
tions were 301,817. Marked changes are 
taking place in the religious life of the 
people and in the estimate among the 
churenes of the value of that life. But

Great Railroads of South China. 
“How about the railroads of .southern 

| China, Mr, Ferguson?” |] 
‘The region south of the Yangtse Klang 
is the most fertile and, I might say, the 
most thickly populated of part 
China. In many of its sections the farm- 
'erg are able to gather three crops every 
'year from the sgme soil. The country is 
cut up by a series of canals, which carry 
| the waters of the Yangtse far down into 
'the heart of their provinces forming an 
|immense system of irrigation. The land 
'is so flat that the Yangtse waters can be 
ithus transported many miles, and the 
' canals serve not only the purpose of irri- 
| gation, but also as trade routes and farm 
/roads. There are tens of thousands of 
small boats upon them. The farmers 
‘earry their produce to market in boats, 
/and the merchants thus sends his goods 
'to all parts of the country. These ca- 
‘nals wall be feeders to the trunk lines, 
'and they will be as valuable as branch 
'lines are to our railroads. The farmers 
' will take their produce@to the railway 
/ stations in boats, Just as our farmers 

| take theirs upon wagons, 
Owned by an American Syndicate. 
“The lines planned to open_up this rich 
| country,’ Mr. Ferguson continued, ‘‘are 
'raturally laid out so as to connect with 
' the trunk lines on the north of the Yang- 
| tse. Ome of the chief ones—indeed, I say 
the most important of all—is the con- 
| cession of the American-China Develop- 
ment Company to build a trunk line from 
Hankow to Canton, thereby connecting 
the chief. industrial and some of the most 
fertile parts of south China with the 
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' trunk line from Hankow to Pekin, of 
| which I have already spoken. This 
road will start from Wuchang, the capi- 
ta! of the province of Hipeh. Wuchang 
is situated directly opposite Hankow

“Will not the railroads ald greatly in 
bringing the Chinese people together?” 

“Yes, they will probably result !n it, 
‘breaking up of the dialects in the various

‘tional spirit. The empire has been so 
'divided by natural barriers, by_ differ- 
‘ences of Janguage and by the lack of 
'intercommunication that the various

‘projected, are in operation, the several 
elements of the Chinese nation will be- 
| gin to know one another better, they 
will become firmly united in business

'The Trade Centers of the World. 


“Where to be the great railway 
centers of China?’’ I asked. 

“It would seem that they will be sit- 
'uated where the chief trade centers are 
now,” said Mr. Ferguson. ‘First, take 
Canton. It has been a trade center for 
hundreds of years and as the terminus 
of the trunk line from Canton to Han- 
kow, it will grow more rapidly than ever. 
It is situated near Hong Kong, where 
the most of the imports from Europe and 
‘some of those from the United States 
'are now entered, and it will continue to 
lbe a great distributing point for that 
. place. 
| “Going northward, Shanghal will hold 
its own as a trade center in the railway 
development of the future. It is so near 
ithe sea that nearly all the big ocean 
| steamers ‘call there, and it the ter- 
|minus of the steamboat traffic on the 
Yangtse and of the steam launch traffic 
of the vast system of canals from the 
region about. It is already a good man- 
ufacturing place and its mills will grow 
in number and size. Another.center will 
| be Hankow, which might be called the 
Chicago of the future China. It lies al- 
,most as far inland as Chicago, and it 
has the broad and deep Yangtse Kiang 
'connecting it with the sea: It will be 
Paidway on this trunk line from Pekin 
to Canton, thus giving it railroad com-
